Mission: To extend basic non-formal theological training to the world's untrained 
pastors and church leaders.

BTCP's History 

In 1988 Dennis Mock-the founder of BTCP- 




taught a pastors conference in Mombasa, Kenya. 

He quickly realized that these men were eager to 
learn, but had never had an opportunity for even 
the most basic theological training. Following his 
experience in Kenya, Dennis wrote a comprehensive 
10-course curriculum designed to equip pastors with essential Bible knowledge and 
pastoral skills. Since the first class graduated in Nairobi, Kenya in 1990, the Lord has 
expanded the ministry of BTCP around the world through hundreds of ministry partners 
who are using the program in approximately 
2,000 classes in over 80 countries today. 




The Concept involves a biblical, systematic, portable and comprehensive life-on-life approach 
that provides the foundational equivalent of a good Bible college or seminary education. This 
non-formal training is relational^ delivered, trans-denominational and affordable. 

The Curriculum consists of 10 courses with 520 hours of interactive classroom lecture and 
discussion under the supervision of a qualified teacher. The training is available in over 25 
languages and takes 2Vi years to complete at a per-student cost of $100 per year. The Bible 
is our main textbook and along with the 10 course manuals becomes a lifetime resource for 
the pastor in his ministry.

Capable of spiritual reproduction 

• He is purposely multiplying and investing in other leaders.
